The Traffic Engineer was also ordered 
to make a day and night count on Mar- 
shall Street to determine the number and 
type of trucks using this street and also 
the names of the trucking companies. 


The Commission received a communica- 
tion from the City Plan Commission rela- 
tive to the underpass at Cedar Street and 
Mount Hope Avenue. 


Upon the motion of Commissioner Hardy, 
it was recommended that a communication 
be sent to the City Council recommending 


the construction of this underpass as a 
post-war project.

A petition was received for a one-hour 
parking restriction in the 300 block of 
South Hosmer Street and upon the motion 
of Commissioner Beck, it was recommend- 
ed that a one-hour parking restriction be 
placed on the east side of the 300 block 
of South Hosmer Street. 


Carried. 


A resolution was received from Alder- 
man Fink that a traffic survey be made on 
East Michigan Avenue, between Magnolia 
Avenue and the east city limits. After some 
discussion on the subject, it was moved by 
Commissioner Graham that a _ thorough 
study be made of traffic conditions on East 
Michigan Avenue, from Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue to the east city limits and that the 
aid of the State Highway Department be 
obtained in making this study, inasmuch as 
the street is designated as State Highway 
M-43.

The Commission received a_ resolution 
from Alderman Padgett requesting that a 
study be made of the intersection of 
Jerome Street and Clemens Avenue. It 
was moved by Commissioner Ecker that 
no action be taken on this request at this 
time. 


Carried. 


A resolution was received from Alder- 
man Hungerford that Ray Street be made 
a “Stop Street’? both ways at Riley Street. 
On motion of Commissioner Eckert, the 
request was denied.

A request was received for the installa- 
tion. of a traffic signal at the intersection 
of Cedar and Isbell Streets. 


It was moved and supported that this 
intersection be studied in ednnection with 
the city-wide survey to be made early in 
the spring. 


Carried. 


Three letters were received, and placed 
an file, from the State Highway Commis- 
sioner, regarding traffic studies at several 
points in the City, which would be incor- 
porated in the city-wide traffic survey. 


A letter of thanks was received from 
Lieutenant Sheriff, U.S.N.R., expressing 
appreciation for the action of the City 


_ Traffic Commission granting parking spaces 
‘for Navy cars during the war emergency. 


Received and placed on file. 


A letter was received from Mr. Dwight 
H. Rich, Superintendent of Schools, sug- 
gesting that consideration be given to the 
placing of a traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Jerome Street and Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 


It was moved and supported that the 
erection of a signal at this intersection be 
recommended to the City Council, to be 
operated only during school hours and that 
the cost of the equipment and installation 
be provided for in the 1945-1946 budget. 


Carried. 


A request was received from the City 
Council that “No Parking” signs be erect- 
ed on the north side of Mt. Hope Avenue 
between Cedar Street and Herbert Street. 
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It was moved and bSupported that the 
Council refer to the Traffic Commission’s 
recommendation dated April 12, 1943, in 
which no parking was recommended in this 
area and later was changed to -15-minute 
parking. 


A request was received from the City 


Council that the Traffic Commission make. 


a further study of traffic on Jerome Street. 


It was moved -and supported that the 
Traffic Engineer make a traffic count at 
this intersection, and submit a further re- 
port to the Commission at the next meeting 
on March list.

Mr. Summers and Mr. Guinn, represent- 
ing the Walter French Junior High School 
P.T.A., appeared before the Commission 
to speak on the urgent need of additional 
protection for the school children having 
to cross Mount Hope Avenue and Cedar 
Street. They were assured by the Com- 
mission that everything possible would be 
done to give them this protection as soon 
as possible. 


The Commission considered the resolution 
of Ald. W. R. C. Smith, requesting a sur- 
vey of the 200 block of South Capitol 
Avenue in order to provide for more: park- 
ing spaces. The Traffic Engineer was in- 
structed to make a report at the next 
meeting as to how many additional spaces, 
for parking, could be made available in 
this block. 


The Commission considered the report 
* of the Traffic Engineer regarding the num- 
ber of accidents occurring at the inter- 
section of Ionia and Walnut Streets and 
approved the recommendation of the Traffic 
Engineer that ‘‘Stop’ Signs be erected on 
Ionia Street at both approaches to Wal- 
nut Street. 


The Commission considered the request 
of the Y.W.C.A. that “No Parking” signs 
be -erected in front of their building en- 
trance. It was moved and supported that 
the safety zone in front of this building be 
extended between the west end of the 


building entrance and the corner in order 
to take care of this request.

The Commission considered the petition 
requesting that a crosswalk be designated 
at the alley in the 100 block of West Alle- 
gan Street.

It was moved and 
supported that the Traffic Engineer proceed 
with the installation of the necessary 
equipment, 


Carried. 


The Commission considered the Traffic 
Commission budget for the fiscal year, 
1946-1947, and recommended that a budget 
in the amount of $38,756.00 be submitted 
to the Ways and Means Committee of the 
City Council for approval. 


The Commission also recommended that 
appropriate salary increases which might 
be given to other departments be applied 
to employees of the Traffic Commission and 
also that the salary of the T'raffic Engineer 
be made equal to that of a lieutenant in 
the Police Department.

The Highway advises that a survey will 
be made of these two intersections and that 
the city will be notified of the results after 
an analysis of the data had been made. 


The matter of restricting parking on the 
west side of Center Street, between Monroe 
Street and Adams Street, was taken from 
the table and after some discussion, it 
was moved and supported that Lt. Warner 
and Mr. Anger investigate the condition at 
this location and arrange for the erection 
of such signs as might be necessary to 
safeguard traffic using this street. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer reported that he 
had received a request that the “Stop” 
signs on Jerome Street, at the intersection 
of Marshall Street, be removed to permit 
through traffic on Jerome Street without 
‘a stop at this intersection. 


It was pointed out that school officials 
feared that some danger would result by 
who fail to make a safety stop at Marshall 
students riding bicycles on Jerome Street 
Street. 


After some discussion on the matter of 
bicycle regulations, it was suggested that 
Lt. Warner instruct Officer McCourt to 
devote some additional time to bicycle 
safety in the schools and also that Chair- 
man Hardy of the Traffic Commission 
consult with the City Attorney regarding 
the existing bicycle ordinance. 


The Traffic Engineer reported on the 
existence of a traffic hazard in the nature 
of a picket fence located on the property 
at Banghart Street and First Street. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
determine whether or not this fence was on 
city property and if so, arrange for its 
removal or if on private property, to see’ 
that it was lowered so as to provide better 
vision at this intersection. 


The Commission considered the request 
that Olds Avenue be removed from the 
Truck Ordinance as a designated truck 
street. 


After some discussion, the Traffic Engi- 
neer was authorized to make further studies 
of the possible use of some other streets 
than Olds Avenue and report his findings 
back to the Traffic Commission. 


The Traffic Commission considered the 
petition asking for a traffic light at the 
intersection of Case Street and Grand River 
Avenue. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Traffic Engineer confer with the State 
Highway Department relative to the possi- 
bility of installing a signal at this inter- 
section based on the results of the traffic 
survey.

This meeting was a joint meeting of the 
Traffic Commission and the City Council’s 
‘Street Committee to discuss changes in the 
_ Truck Ordinance introduced to the Council 
on October 21, 1946. 


After considerable debating the Traffic 
Commission and the Street Committee of 
the City Council discussed the suggested 
changes which had been proposed and it 
was recommended ‘that sections E and F 
of the proposed ordinance be changed to 
read as follows: 


Section E 


No delivery or pick-up of freight shall 
be made, on the street, in the area bounded 
on the west by the west line of Capitol 
Avenue, on the south by the south line of 
Lenawee Street, on the east by the Grand 
river, and on the north by the north line 
of Genesee Street, by any truck or trailer 
combination units, after 11:00 A.M. of 
any day, from Monday to Friday, inclusive. 


Section F 


There shall be no delivery or pick-up of 
freight, except dairy products, on the 
street, in the area described in Section E, 
between the hours of 10:00 A.M. and 1:00 
P.M. on: Saturday by any truck exceeding 
ing a license weight of 6500 pounds. De- 
livery of any other perishable products may 
be made if a permit is first obtained from 
the Police Department. 


The Commission considered a petition 
signed by eight residents of the 200 block 
of South Chestnut Street requesting that 
parking limits be placed in that block. 


It was moved and supported that no 
action be taken on this petition at the 
present time.

The Commission considered a request of 
Mr. F. J. Labyak for permission to park 
his car i nthe alley of the 200 block of 
South Washington Avenue because of be- 
ing physically handicapped. 


It was moved and supported that the re-.
